Reconsider Iraq 
ban, US asks RP 


THE UNITED States on Tuesday asked the 
Philippines to reconsider an order banning 
Filipinos from working in Iraq that was put in 
place after a Filipino truck driver was held 
hostage by Islamic militants, 

The hostage, Angelo de la Cruz, was later 
released after intense negotiations but the is- 
sue pushed the Philippines to withdraw its 
humanitarian contingent Нот га. — 

US Ambassador to Manila Francis Ricciar- 
done, stressed Tuesday that Washington was 
“not making any demands” about the Philip- 
pines’ foreign policy. 

But he said there were some 4,000 Filipino 
workers in Iraq who were contributing to re- 
building the country and his government hoped 
that “others will be allowed to join them.” 

He said contractors hired by the US to 
transport food and supplies into Iraq from 
neighboring Kuwait wanted to hire Filipinos 
but were unable to do so. 

“A suggestion is then, if the government 
could take a careful look at relaxing that ban 
in very specific circumstances,” Ricciardone 
told ABS-CBN television. 

“If government is satisfied that all reason- 
able (means) possible is being done to protect 
drivers or the workers... then that might be 
something that could be considered." he said. 

Filipino workers should be allowed to 
make their own decisions, Ricciardone said. 

“There are no guarantees (of safety), of 
course, in going to Iraq,” he added. AFP.

CHINA, here we come. 

Newly appointed Tourism Secretary 
Joseph "Ace" Durano is convinced the 
future of Philippine tourism lies in at- 
tracting the 20 million Chinese who 
travel abroad. 

Last year, only a miniscule 0.2 per- 
cent of these Chinese tourists came to 
the Philippines, he said yesterday 
during simple turnover rites at the 
Department of Tourism. 

Outgoing Secretary Roberto Pag- 
danganan was optimistic that under 
his successor, the DOT would 
achieve its target of 2.5 million 
tourist arrivals this year, surpassing 
last years 1.9 million arrivals as 
well as the record-setting 2.22 mil- 
lion arrivals in 1997. 

Pagdanganan, who was DOT chief 
for 190 days, reported that as of end 
of August, 1.5 million foreign tourists 
had arrived in the Philippines, with 
more expected as the Christmas sea- 
son approaches.

The DOT would be spending 
P100 million for he construction of 
its building in Cebu and another 
P100 million for the transfer of its 
employees. This would affect 2,400 
employees, although only half are 
expected to move to Cebu.

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MILF seen provoking military

THE MILITARY said it would fle a complaint. 
against the separatis Moro Islamic Liberation 
Front for truce violations after a large group 
of MILF fighters gathered near a military de- 
tachment in Sultan Kudarat on Monday 
ahead of the proposed resumption of peace 
talks, a military official said yesterday. 

Brig. Gen. Alexander Yano, who heads 
the government side in the joint’ panel 
monitoring the 13-month-old ceasefire, 
said about 200 MILF guerrillas had 
moved into the village of Camanga near 
the town of Isulan on Monday. 

He said the show of force could have 
sparked a fire-fight with government 
troops had the MILF representatives in 
the coordinating committee on the cessa- 
tion of hostilities (CCCH) not intervened 
and driven the rebels out of the area. 

The military declined to say what trig- 
gered the sudden rebel movement, but it 
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followed an armed clash last week near 
the town of Mamasapano. 

The CCCH monitoring teams are meet- 
ing to try to defuse the situation ahead of 
planned peace talks in Malaysia, Yano 
told reporters. 

Talks are ongoing “to avert any further 
hostilities because we also have troops 
deployed very near the area," Yano said. 

“It’s too close for comfort. There could 
bea shoot-out,” he sai 

‘Yano said he immediately contacted his 
MILF counterpart in the COCH, Benjie Mid- 
timbang, after receiving reports from Ca- 
manga residents about the MILF movement. 
He said Midtimbang immediately proceed- 
ей to the area with other СОСН representa- 
tives to ask the rebels to pull out. 

"Wie still don't know the reason (for the 
massing up in the area) but they willingly 
vacated the area, relocated and went back 
to their respective residences,” Yano said.

ATOTAL of 91 civilians were killed this 
year by the Communist Party of the 
Philippines and its armed wing, the 
New Peoples Army, the military an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Ina statement released to media, Armed 
Forces of the Philippines Public Information 
Office chief Lt. Col, Daniel Lucero said the 
civilians were killed as a result of “nefarious 
activities” staged by communist rebels from 
January 1 to August 23. 

Most of the civilian casualties were 
reported in the Bicol Region or Region 
V followed by Central Luzon, the 
Southern Tagalog region, and Regions 
ХШ, XVI and ХУП. 

Lucero said a total of 142 atrocities were 
committed by the rebels during this period 
against civilians. They included: 86 liquida- 
tions, 15 kidnappings, 14 robberies and 
holdups and one bombing incident. There 
"were 26 attacks against privately owned 
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Lucero said the rebels, headed by a certain 
Zainudin Sindatok, also known as Com- 
mander Haon, completed their pull-out at 
around 3:30 pom. yesterday. The rebels 
withdrew to the Maguindanao towns of 
Datu Saudi Ampatuan, Mamasapano, 
Maganoy and Datu Unsay Ampatuan. 

Soldiers who were deployed near the 
rebels’ position were also pulled out by 
their commanders, Lucero said. 

‘Yano said the military would fie the com- 
plaint before the СОСН, the joint committee 
Where complaints against violations of the 
ceasefire, which had been broken repeatedly 
inthe past, were brought and threshed out. 

But MILF spokesperson Eid Kabalu said 
the military's reaction was "exaggerated," 
claiming that the rebels were not in Ca- 
mangan to “wage war" with the military. 

He explained that an MILF commander 
residing in the village came into conflit with 
some residents and that the MILF rebels 
‘were sent to Camanga to maintain peace.

After a one-and-a-half hour standoff, Olan- 
dres fell from the balcony just as a fireman 
tried to grab her, the officials said. 

She was the fourth Filipino to fall to her 
death in Lebanon this year. The others were 
Louella Susan Lacdo-o Montenegro who died 
on Feb. 25, Catherine Bautista on May 3 and 
Luz Pacu-an on May 16. 


Government neglect 

The death of Olandres is a clear manifesta- 
tion of government neglect, a militant work- 
ers group said yesterday. 

Worse, Migrante said, Olandres’ family will 
not get a centavo as she had been illegally re- 
cruited. 

According to Migrante chair Connie Bra- 
gas-Regalado, the case of Olandres is “prime 
evidence that the Philippine government has 
not taken steps to address the horrendous 
plight of OFWs in Lebanon."

Other senators are to meet in caucus in two 
‘weeks’ time to come up with a common stand 
on what to do with the pork barrel in view of 
the deepening fiscal crisis, 

President Macapagal-Arroyo had urged 
members of Congress to cut their pork barrel 
next year to help the government reduce the 
budget deficit. 

Members of Congress receive a total of P20 

"billion in pork barrel every year—P70 million 
for each member of the House of Representa- 
tives and P200 million for each senator. 

Lacson, who gave up his pork barrel since 
2002, told reporters that he was hopeful that 
more senators would join his “pork-less club." 

“Thope this will snowball in the Senate that 
senators would give up the whole caboodle, 
the whole amount," he said. 


Housewife consensus 

Atthe House of Representatives, Speaker Jose 
de Venecia Jr. urged the senators to complement 
the effort of House members to cut their pork 
barrel allocation for next year by 38 percent. 

De Venecia admitted that there were still 
many House members who were objecting to 
the cut in their PDAF and the Public Works 
Fund, both known as pork barrel, from P70 
million to P40 million for this year. 

But he said the approval was only "in prin- 
ciple” and that it would still be subject to ple- 
тагу approval by the House. 

“We are still trying to gain ‘housewife’ con- 
sensus, because it's not easy. The ones who will 
get hurt are our constituents, but as Гуе said, all 
of us have decided to set an example,” he said. 

De Venecia said the nation must be saved 
first. “Because by saving the nation, we save 

‘our parliamentary districts. Of what use to 
our villages, towns if the government collaps- 
es? Then we have nothing to gain." 

But opposition congressmen questioned De 
Venecia's announcement of a pork cut, saying 
only afew congressmen were left at the end of 
the all-party caucus the other day when the 
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cut was discussed with Budget Secretary 
Emilia Boncodin. 

Deputy Minority Leader Rolex Suplico 
(LDP Sth dist, lloilo) said the emerging senti- 
ment in the caucus was in fact against any 
cut. 

Lacson wondered how the congressmen came 
up with the 38-percent cut n their pork barrel. 

“Why not 40 or 50 percent?" he asked. 

Even so, the Senate is taking its own sweet 
time in taking the proposed cuin the pork bar- 

Sen. Ramon Magsaysay Jr. said yesterday the 
chamber should not be rushed into deciding on 
the proposals to cut the pork of senators. 

"Theres no rush,” said Magsaysay, who 
stressed that senators had until October to de- 
cide on the issue. 

Magsaysay, who has no qualms about 
slashing the PDAF allocations in the proposed 
2005 budget, said some meaningful projects 
intended to benefit the people would be de- 
railed, or shelved, once the entire P20 billion 
in pork barrel was scrapped. 

Senate Majority Leader Francis Pangilinan 
said that senators would meet in caucus in two 
weeks to discuss how the country should deal 
with the fiscal crisis.

He was talking about the resolution he filed 
with nine senators for a 50-percent reduction.

"We hope to be able to reach а consensus 
оп the different resolutions on the Priority 
Development Assistance Fund.” Pangilinan 
told reporters. 


Eliminate all pork 

Senate Minority Leader Aqulino Pimentel 
Jk. said opposition senators had no official 
stand on the issue yet, 

He said the opposition was planning to file 
a joint resolution that would seek to reduce 
the national budget and “eliminate” all kinds 
of pork barrel there. 
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Pimentel said the resolution would propose 
the deletion of all discretionary items and in- 
telligence funds except those for the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines, Philippine National 
Police and National Bureau of Investigation. 

“also, we want to suggest that all pork of the 
President, the Cabinet members and legislators 
‘would be deleted. How will we go about this? Ву 
going through line budgeting,” he said.

Pimentel said the resolution would also 
propose that all revenues of government be 
deposited in the National Treasury. 

"That means Pagcor funds and all other 
funds not deposited to the NT,” he said. 

His counterpart in the House said opposi- 
tion congressmen would also propose a cut in 
the pork barrel allocation of Ms Arroyo. 

‘Asa matter of courtesy, the Presidents bud- 
get was spared in past budget hearings, said 
House Minority Leader Francis Escudero

Describing the internal budget of the House of 
Representatives as the “mother of all pork,” An- 
tipolo Rep. Ronaldo Puno yesterday called for the 
opening ofthe financial books ofthe chamber. 

Puno lamented the “apparent hypocrisy of 
House leaders, who openly call for austerity 
measures but are conspicuously silent about how 
taxpayers’ money has been spent by the House.” 

"We have to do more in deeds than in 
words. Prudence and transparency should be- 
gin here at the House," Puno said. 

De Venecia and other administration con- 
gressmen quickly accepted Puno's challenge. 

De Venecia said that House finances were 
managed well that it even returned P50 mil- 
lion in savings to the treasury last June. 
"We're the first agency of government to turn. 
over savings," he said. 


Internal budget 

The House has a yearly internal budget of 
P2.8 billion to cover salaries of House mem- 
bers and staff, maintenance and operating ex- 
penses, travel and other items. 

‘The amount is separate from the P70 million 
in pork barrel received by each House member. 

“For a long time now, the entire House has 
been tainted by allegations of corruption and 
malfeasance. Now is the time to refute all these 
allegations so that the institution can regain 
the trust and respect of the public,” Puno said. 

Puno is the head of the Kabalikat ng Malayang 
Pilipino, the personal party of President Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo, and one of the principal political 
strategists of Ms Arroyo in the May 2004 elections.

De Castro is expected to join 
the meetings of the caretaker 
committee—not inside Mala- 
cafiang Palace but at the Presi- 
dential Guesthouse, which 
serves as the office of the exec- 
utive secretary. 

But De Castro is not about to 
complain. 

He said he expected Ms Ar- 
royo to still be on top of the 
government's day-to-day oper- 
ations even while she was in 
Beijing. 

“You know that you can run 
things now by remote control 
but, of course, ifwe are given a 
role, we are ready for it,” De 
Castro told the Inquirer by 
phone. 

Although he was seated 
right next to the President dur- 
ing the workshop, De Castro, 
as of 2 p.m, yesterday, had yet 
to be told that he would be the 
caretaker.

*1don't think you can win it,” Bush 
replied. "But I think you can create 
conditions so that those who use ter- 
тог as а tool are less acceptable in 
parts ofthe world." 

As recently as May 14, Bush had 
drawn a far sunnier picture. “People 
say, Can you win the war on terror?” 
the president said in Niles, Mich. “ОГ 
course we can.” 

It was unclear if Bush had meant to 
make the remark, or if he misspoke. 
But White House officials said Bush 
was not signaling a change in policy, 
and they sought to explain his state- 
ment by saying he was emphasizing 
the long-term nature of the struggle. 

‘Taken at their face value, however, 
Bush's words would put him closer to 
the positions of the European allies, 
who do not consider the war 
winnable and have long considered 
Bush's talk of victory as simplistic and 
unhelpful rhetoric. 


Democrats 

Democrats wasted no time making 
the most of Bush's remarks. 

"First George W. Bush said he mis- 
calculated the war in Iraq, then he 
called it a catastrophic success and 
blamed the military” Kerry 
spokesperson Allison Dobson jeered. 
“Now he says we can't win the war on 
terror. Is that what (chief Bush politi- 
cal strategist) Karl Rove means when 
he calls for steady leadership?” 

"What if President Reagan had said 
that it may be difficult to win the war 
against communism? What if other 
presidents had said it'd be difficult to 
win the war— the Cold War?" D 
cratic vice presidential candidate 


John Edwards said on ABC-TV's 
“Nightline” program. "The war on 
terrorism is absolutely winnable," 

Bush's words sent aides scrambling 
to clarify, taking attention away from 
the carefully crafted convention and 
the presidents appearances in one 
battleground state after another, 

On Monday, as Bush campaigned 
in the must-win states of New Hamp- 
shire and Michigan, White House 
spokesperson Scott McClellan said 
that what Bush had meant was that 
the war on terror would not be won 
“in the conventional sense" with for- 
mal surrenders or treaties signed. 

McClellan said Bush's statement 
was no different from others he made 
in the past. 

‘The Bush campaign professed not 
to be worried that the president had 
gone off-message. 

“The American people have 
watched the president lead the war 
оп terror decisively for three years," 
Bush-Cheney spokesperson Steve 
Schmidt said. "The people of this 
country know what his leadership is." 


Politically dangerous 

But Bill Carrick, a California-based 
Democratic consultant, said the com- 
‘ments—even if they were merely un- 
fortunately phrased expressions of 
mostly obvious truths—were politi- 
cally dangerous because they spoke 
to the very heart of the president's re- 
election pitch. 

“The foundation of his remaining 
popularity has always been 9/11 and 
the war on terror," he said. "The per- 
ception . .. is that he is steady and 
strong,” Carrick said. 

He saw no hypocrisy in Democrats 
playing the issue to the hilt, even 


though they had cried foul over simi- 
lar attacks on Kerry. For instance, Vice 
President Dick Cheney criticized Ker- 
ту for saying he could fight “а more 
effective, more thoughtful, more 
strategic, more proactive, more sensi- 
tive war on terror" by singling out for 
mockery his use of the word "sensi- 
tive.” 

“Turnabout is fair play on this,” 
Carrick said. “Exploit this to the hilt.” 

Analysts said Bush's comment re- 
flected both foreign policy and politi- 
cal realities, and appeared intended 
in part to stress that even a dramatic 
breakthrough, like the capture of 
Osama bin Laden, would not by itself 
assure the nation's security. 

“Prom the start it's been clear that 
we're dealing with an ideological 
struggle that affects a region, and not 
justa single movement or group," 
said Anthony Cordesman, a fellow at 
the Center for Strategic and Interna- 
tional Studies. 

"Its certainly clear from what has 
happened in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
and in Pakistan for that matter, as 
well as in countries like Spain, that 
even al-Qaida cannot be defeated 
quickly or easily. And Iraq didnt 
transform Iraq, much less the Middle 
East,” 

On Tuesday, Bush continues his 
pre-convention barnstorming, travel- 
ing to Nashville, Tennessee, to speak 
to the national convention of the 
American Legion and to Alleman, 
Towa, to attend a farm show. He ends 
the long day of campaigning in an- 
other crucial state, Pennsylvania, 
where he makes a late-evening ap- 
pearance at a picnic before returning 
to Washington. Reports by The New 
York Times and AP

T:: PERENNIAL problem of floods is a case of near- 


ly everyone being at fault. A recent symposium at 

the University of the Philippines featured geologist 

Kelvin Rodolfo expounding on how fully the blame can 

be farmed out. The poor with their dependence on arte- 

sian wells; the wealthy with their housing developments 

and the logging they profit from; the middle class and 

wealthy, too, with their fishponds; and 

EDITORIAL the government, which covers every- 

thing, including natural systems of 

drainage, with concrete, and which cannot (or will not) 

enforce laws: all these come together to create the night- 
mare that is the Philippines whenever heavy rains occur. 

The surprising thing about Rodolfo's observations was 
that garbage, according to him, wasn't the cause of the 
mess that Metro Manila and other areas became during 
the recent rains. Garbage doesn't help—but there are 
deeper reasons. 

It should be a cause for alarm that our country lost 

"more lives to the recent rains than did Taiwan, which 
bore the brunt of the typhoon that merely passed in our 
vicinity. This goes to show how perilous the lives of so 
many of our people are. For it's not as if we're unused to 
strong monsoon rains. 

If there is one big lesson to be gained from Rodolfo's re- 
marks, it is that the idea that government can do every- 
„thing, and is responsible for everything, has become in- 
‘creasingly outmoded. While it is true that government 
Tias vast regulatory functions and powers, there is still the 
element of private responsibility. For example, govern- 
ment since the administration of President Ramon 
Magsaysay has made a fetish out of providing barangays 
with artesian wells, And yet there are also many private 
developments and neighborhoods that have also in- 
stalled artesian wells, and other kinds of wells with 
pumps. As Rodolfo pointed out, pumping water out of 
subterranean areas lowers the level of the ground— 
enough, over time, го make areas more flood-prone. 

The real question then, from the recent experience of 

. millions of Filipinos, is, what can we do to reduce the 
calamitous effects of floods? 

One change that can be done at little cost but which re- 
quires something more precious—cooperation‘and i 
tiative—is to restore the system of monsoon alerts that 
have been scrapped. In general, government and the 

* schools work well together when there are typhoons. But 
as public indignation echoed by the media during last 
week's floods indicates, neither the Department of Edu- 
cation nor many city and municipal authorities, nor even 
private schools, have an organized system for dealing 
with heavy rains. The result was best exemplified by the 
government, which called off work the day after the 
worst of the rains, because so many people had gotten 
sick or stuck in the floods the previous day. 

Another change, of course, is putting an end to con- 
struction projects that commence after the hot season. 
This is simply laziness on the part of local and national 
executives. 

The most fundamental change, however, requires citi- 
zens to put an end to the bad habit of passing the buck to 
government in order to enjoy the self-defeating satisfac- 

„tion of complaining about officials when it rains. As 

Rodolfo's observations indicate, there is plenty of blame 

to go around for flooding. If, as he says, a big part of the 

problem is, indeed, the negligence of government in en- 

forcing regulations and laws, who will regulate the regu- 

ators? The only answer is, the electorate. So what does 
the electorate intend to do about local and national offi- 
cials who fail to solve problems that crop up year after 
year? 

The same applies for residents of private developments 
that have been built in flood-prone areas, or which now 
suffer from a lower ground level because of unregulated 
tapping of underground water reservoirs, Those who sell 
houses and lots have a responsibility to their buyers to 
ensure that all laws have been complied with, and the vi- 
ability of the community is assured even after the devel- 
Bpers have made their pile. 

Т Ё we are advocating responsibility and accountability 
on the part of public officials, we can do no less than de- 
mang corporate responsibility as well., 
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I RECEIVED three letters and a phone call in 
reaction to the Aug. 9 column ("Coco diesel as 
renewable source of fuel"). The caller wanted 
to know where he could buy coco diesel. 1 
didn't know where, so I referred him to the 
Philippine Coconut Authority in Quezon City. 

Of the three letters, two were from the PCA 
and one from the Department of Energy. Ener- 
gy Secretary Vincent Perez expressed gratitude 
to this column for “advocating the use of Coco- 
Biodiesel to lessen dependence on imported 
crude oil," and then enumerated what the DOE 
was doing to “lay the groundwork” for the na- 
tionwide use of coco diesel. 

The PCA letters were written by Thelma 
M.Tolentino, manager of the Public Relations 
and Information Office, and Lornito 1, Oril- 
laneda, manager for Region XI based in Davao 
City. I don't know which is the official stand 
and whois the official spokesperson of the PCA 
because the two letters are contradictory. 
While Tolentino was thankful, Orillaneda was 
angry. 

“We in the PCA are heartened to find an ally 
in your person,” wrote Tolentino. “Your article 
must have caught the attention of our con- 
cerned national policymakers.” 

But Orillaneda found me an enemy and nit- 
picked on bits and pieces of the column to criti- 
cize instead of trying to understand what the 
whole column meant. 

What did the column say? Its gistis that with 
the rising price of crude oil, which we can do 
nothing about, at least we can lessen our de- 
pendence on imported crude. We are lucky to 
have a renewable source of diesel fuel: coco 
biodiesel which is non-polluting, unlike the 
petro-based diesel. 1 added that with the emer- 
gency in the price of crude, Lam surprised why 
our government agencies, especially the PCA, 
which was created solely to develop the co- 
conut industry, are not being more aggressive 
in promoting coco diesel. 

Orillaneda didn’t like that and proceeded to 
prove in his letter that 1 am an ignoramus re- 
garding the PCA and that he is the expert. 


I MISSED the Argentina-Italy basketball finals, 
but I didn't miss the USA-Lithuania battle for 
bronze, I hadn't been following Olympic basket- 
Ьай closely on TV though I'd been reading the re- 
pons and knew that the press was no longer call- 
ing the US team the “Dream Team” but the 
"Dreaming Team." This was after Allen Iverson. 
and company racked up three losses in the 
course of their stint in Athens, at the hands vari- 
‘ously of Puerto Rico, Lithuania and Argentina, 
forcing them to sede for bronze after dominat- 
ing the sport forever. I caught the US-Lithuania 
match on TV last Sunday afternoon and got 
some valuable reminders not just of what basket- 
ball was all about but of what life was all about. 

Of course, it's true: The US Olympic team 
did not have the best players in the NBA, de- 
spite having Iverson and Tim Duncan there. 
And they will remain the team to beat four 
years from now, in the next Olympics, when 
they come roaring back seeking revenge after 
being humbled in this way. Shaquille O'Neal 
wasn't there, Kobe Bryant wasn't there, Kevin 
Garnett wasn't there, Jason Kidd wasn't there, 
the Detroit guys weren't there. 

And it's true as well: The teams that beat the 
United States had one or two guys that were. 
playing for the NBA, too, But it’s no excuse. 
The rest of the world may now say with pas- 
sion, "Ah, but we love this game, too!” 

First, the reminders of what basketball is 
about: As the US-Lithuania game showed, bas- 
ketballis a team spor. Iverson and company es- 
caped with the win only by the skin of their 
teeth. They pulled away only in the fourth quar- 
ter after a scrappy dogfight for three quarters 
and a good deal of the fourth, Lithuania simply 
had the better teamwork, even if they were out- 
hustled in the boards. One announcer said the 
US players, being used to one-on-one, never 
quite found a way to deal with the zone. But it 
was more than that, It was that the US players, 
being used to advertising individual wares, the 
better to grab the attention of sponsors and land 
fatter contracts, ended to play more indulgent- 
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Since the letter is quite long, I will summarize 
its relevant points and follow it with my own 
comments: 

1. He said itis not true anymore that har- 
vesting coconuts costs more than the income a 
coco farmer would get selling the copra.

By the time the new seedlings bear fruit, our co- 
conut plantations would be obliterated.) 

2, He said the world scare over coco choles- 
terol is a "farce." He cited a foreign nutritionist 
who labeled coconut oil as “the healthiest oil 
on earth." 

(Comment: Thats one man's opinion 
against the rest of the world. The cholesterol 
scare caused the bottom to drop out of the 
world price of сорга. And Orillanedo doesn't 
know what he is talking about. The doctor һе 
mentioned was speaking of virgin coconut oil, 
not the cooking oil sold in the supermarkets, 
Although the latter bears labels declaring "no 
cholesterol" that is only half of the story. Coco 
cooking oil is really "cholestrol-free" їп its raw 
form, But once it is subjected to hear, as in 
cooking, chemical changes take place that 
make it cholesterol-rich. Even PCA pamphlets 
say that virgin oil should not be subjected to 
heat, otherwise chemical changes will make it 
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ly The other teams were not out to wow the 
crowd, they were out to win the gold, 

Second, basketball is not just a game of 
height, it isa game of shooting, The object of the 
game after all is to get the ball to fall inside the 
hoop. OF course, I will forever thank Dr. J for 
giving the game a touch of class and a dash of 
excitement by inventing all those moves, which 
have become staples in the NBA. But the 
flashiest of Vince Carter's dunks still count for 
two points while the most awkward of Reggie 
Miller's shots behind the arc still count for three 
points. 1 do recall that the most feared of the Fil- 
ipino players during the Asian Games many 
years ago was not Samboy Lim, who dazzled lo- 
‘cal fans with his twisting shots underneath the 
hoop, bur Allan Caidic, who dismayed oppo- 
nents with his long-distance sharp-shooting. 

1 myself thought the Lithuanians would win 
the bronze, shooting the living daylights off the 
US team from afar and from virtually every an- 
gle for most of the game. The only reason the 
US team won it eventually was not their spec- 
tacular plays but their own three-point shots, 
which started going in in the third quarter and 
particularly in the fourth. They gave the Lithua- 
nians a dose of their own medicine. Had they 
found the touch early on in Greece, they might 
have gone home champions. In fact, as they 
themselves proved in that game, if a little belat- 
edly, that a basketball team can get very far with 
very good team work and very good shooting 

But the biggest lesson there is not about bas- 
etball, it 15 about life. Irs to be found at the 
very opening of the Games, during the parade, 
‘when the crowd fell into a polite silence when 
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lose its healing properties.)

Coco 
biodiesel has been around since 2001, and ir is 
now 2004. With the price of imported oil rising 
to unprecedented levels, shouldn't the PCA, the 
DOE and other government agencies work dou- 
ble-time to produce more coco diesel, make 
available to more consumers, and thereby 
lessen our dependence on imported oil? 

(The Philippines uses 70 billion liters of diesel 
a year. The recommendation is to mix 1 to 5 per- 
cent of coco diesel with petro diesel. If we аге 
able to mix only one percent, that is 700 million 
liters of petro diesel less. If the mix is 5 percent, 
that’s 3.5 billion liters less imported diesel. 

(There are only about 168 small retailers 
selling coco diesel in containers nationwide. 
But you can hardly find any in Metro Manila 
where the most diesel-consuming vehicles are 
concentrated, Even the PCA itself doesn't sell 
any to the public. 

(The PCA says more investors are needed to 
produce coco diesel and that it has no money. 
There are billions of idle pesos in coco levy 
funds. Why are they not invested in coco diesel? 
Tunderstand it can be produced by coco farmer 
cooperatives. So what is the Cocofed doing? 

(The PCA has three multi-story office build- 
ings in Quezon City plus regional offices full of 
employees. What have they been doing all 
these years?)

‘The hostility, of course, owed to George W. 
Bush's invasion of Iraq and overall attempt to 
impose his will upon the world. Which in the 
end went against the entire spirit of the 
Olympics, which is fairness, which is competi- 
tion, which is respecting other people. The ad 
оп ESPN says it all: "You are my opponent, but 
you are not my enemy. On the contrary, you are 
my friend. It is through our struggle that we 
make ourselves shine." Or words to that effect, 
"That is the spirit that has been lost in the fren- 
zied American effort over the last few years to 
bully the world into submission. 

‘That is the spirit that has animated not just 
the Olympics but the conduct between nations 
until the American response to 9/11. The fate 
suffered by the US Dream Team in the Olympics 
does say many things. It says at bottom that no 
matter how strong you are, you are not going to 
win against opponents that are united іп a com- 
mon effort to resist you. You are not going to 
win against opponents that have found the rea. 
son and the resolve to topple you. 

Its а reminder that goes well beyond sports 
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DOCTORS are leaving. We've-read the bitter re- 
views, the harsh editorials and the sensational 
news. Filipino doctors are packing their bags and 
taking the next flight out of the country It doesn’t 
matter where or as what. The bottom line is that 
they're out of here—and Philippine society is angry. 

105 easy to lump individuals into professional 
categories: doctors, specialists, general practi- 
tioners. When headiines shout, “Doctors are leav- 
ing,” it conjures an image of a crowd ina cinema 
running and fighting their way to the exit as if a 
fire just occurred. In this instance, it doesn't mat- 
ter where you end up as long as you don't end up 
dead. Anywhere but here, as an old saying goes. 

Is this far from the truth? І honestly don't 
know. I only know that there are familiar faces in 
the crowd: classmates, friends, teachers and 
mentors. And they are not running. They are sit- 
ting silently in the corner, deep in thought but 
ready to make their move. 

My friend once told me this story. He was in a 
Florida club with a white female friend. This was 
Just after he passed the local board exams. A 
white dude came up to him and insulted him, us- 
ing racist remarks. His female companion defend- 
ed him, saying he was a Filipino doctor. The dude 
just had one more thing to say to my friend, "So, 
"what does that make you here?" My friend 
replied, "Nothing. That makes me nothing at all.” 

Sad, but that's a true story. It also drives home 
the point that some doctors, when they leave for 
other countries, may also be leaving their hard- 
earned degrees. Ten years of sleepless nights, 
stressful days and neck-breaking hours in be- 
tween—all down the drain. 

Only a few understand the rigors of medical 
training. The prized title of M.D. consumes al- 
most 10 years of a person's life. If you add resi- 
dency training, he would have spent half of his 
life going after his goal to be a doctor. 

But beyond the time and the labor, fewer people 
understand the support every medical student or 


BY THE TIME you read this, I will be in London, 
taking part in a global conference called 
"Coundown 2015." The conference is being held 
10 years after the International Conference on 
Population and Development (ICPD) in Cairo in 
1994 and is meant not just to ook back at the last 
10 years and assess how well governments have 
lived up to their commitments in the ICPD Pro- 
gram of Action, but also to chart new roads to at- 
taining universal reproductive health. 

In a report for the Inter Press Service News 
Agency, Sanjay Suri says the meeting is "expected 
to produce strategies to produce badly needed 
services by 2015, the deadlines the signatories to 
the Cairo final document set for themselves. 

Though the ICPD, also known as the Cairo 
Conference, is remembered today mostly for the 
controversies it raised, it is seen by professionals 
in the health and population field and by advo- 
Cates as a landmark event. "It highlighted the link 
between poverty and population, and it spoke of 
reproductive health as not just a means to control 
population but as a rights issue. The very idea of 
‘reproductive health’ was born at the Cairo Con- 
ference,” Suri writes. 

‘Among the media, particularly, the Cairo Confer- 
ence is remembered mainly for the divisions amor 
the representative governments toward the end, 
when the Vatican delegation, together with a few 
conservative Catholic and Islamic regimes, “re- 
served” their consent on key paragraphs and sec- 
Чоп in the final Program of Action. What we tend 
to forget, though, is that aside from these hold- 
outs, the majority of the world's governments pre- 
sent at the meet reached consensus on the bold 
breakthroughs achieved in the conference. 

Perhaps the most important “breakthrough” 
was the acceptance by governments that women 
and children are not the “problem” when it comes 
to discussing the issue of population and develop- 
ment. And that in fact, women are key partners in 
any program that seeks to address population 
growth and related problems. 

BASIC among the tenets enshrined in Cair 
was that governments need only respect the 
rights of women and men, and address the 
problems born out of gender differentials, and 
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resident physician needs. For many, medicine is not 
an individual goal; it is a collective dream nour- 
ished by fathers and mothers way before medical 
school. Nobody survives medical school or residen- 
cy training without moral and financial support. 

We know the stories: a Filipino worker in Sau- 
di Arabia cannot go home until his daughter be- 
comes a doctor; a caregiver in Canada continual- 
ly sends half her income to pay the tuition of her 
brother in medical school; a government employ- 
ee foregoes retirement to fund materials and 
equipment for her son in residency training. 
‘There is no dearth of stories. Behind one doctor's 
dream is a collection of family sacrifices—sacri- 
fices that may have to be paid in full. 

It's not surprising new physicians or specialists 
are running up and about, ready to put all their 
training to use. They need to earn. Let me repeat 
that, they need to earn. With a certificate in one 
hand and some idealism in the other, they stand 
at a crossroads. 

Doctors practice their trade wherever and 
whenever they can. Some go home to their 
provinces, while others try their luck in urban 
centers. Some take up additional training, while 
others set up small clinics. Some apply for admit- 
ting privileges in hospitals, while others get affili 
ations from HMOs. 

‘Their working hours may start as early as 5 
a.m. and end as late as midnight. At the end of the 
day, in the confines of their own homes, they 
hang up their stethoscopes and tuck away their 
degrees. They watch the news and eat stale din- 
ners like everyone else. They play with their kids 
and put them to sleep like everyone else. They go

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they would have made much progress on the. 
population front. 

Governments need only see to it that girls 
enjoy their basic right to education, good 
health and selfactualization, and these girls 
will grow up to be women who wish to con- 
tribute to the good of society, opting to post- 
pone marriage and even sexual initiation to 
pursue their dreams and ambitions and be- 
come productive members of society. 

Cairo also marked a turning point from the 
old paradigm of looking at population growth 
and reproductive behavior as merely a "num- 
bers” problem, to viewing it as a matter of hu- 
man right and individual decisions. Studies 
had shown, though, that once convinced of the 
desirability of having a small family, women 
and couples would themselves choose wisely 
and well. 

But as the ICPD Program of Action noted, to 
achieve these ends, governments must invest 
in their people, especially in their girls. Gov- 
ernments must commit to all safe, ef- 
fective and acceptable methods of family plan- 
ning accessible to their citizens. 

And prosperous countries need to see that it 
is in their interests to help poor developing 
countries achieve their reproductive health 
goals and dig themselves out of the poverty pit. 
BUT аз Suri notes in his article, thanks to simplifi- 
cation by the world's media, the term "reproduc- 
tive health" “came to mean mostly family plan- 
ning, sex education, safe motherhood and pro- 
tection against sexually transmitted infections in- 
cluding HIV/AIDS.” 

Perhaps it was this myopic view that produced 
results that seem to be diametrically opposite to 
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to bed tired and weary like everyone else. Be- 
cause at the end of the day, these doctors are not 
doctors. They are fathers and mothers, sons and 
daughters, husbands and wives. And much like 
everyone else, they worry about their future and 
their family's future. 

As the exodus continues, Philippine society 
will see doctors leaving careers and patients be- 
hind. But in the confines of their homes in differ- 
ent parts of the country, we see fathers and moth- 
ers leaving families behind, sons and daughters. 
saying goodbye, and husbands and wives praying 
for a bright future. At the end of the day, we are. 
not losing doctors, we are losing loved ones. 

Almost a year ago, my good friend told me he 
was leaving for Trinidad and Tobago as а UN vol- 
unter doctor. I didn't ask about his career, his de- 
gree or his plans. The only question 1 asked was, 
“Paano ang anak mo? Asawa mo?" With a long 
sigh and a briefsmile, he answered, “Para sa kani- 
lanaman ito." 

And that is the situation many doctors find 
thémselves in. With a plane ticket in one hand 
and a good dose of reality in the other, they stand 
at a crossroads that leads to faraway places and 
foreign countries, where the only things they can 
bring are what they can fit in their hearts, aside 
from some pictures in their wallets. 

Imay soon find myself standing at that cross- 
roads, falling in line and holding a crisp boarding 
pass in my hand. But 1 don't dread the day some 
white dude would walk up to me and say, “So, 
what does that make you here?" 

It makes me a father. At the end of the day, in 
the confines of my rented space in a foreign land, 
my son is more important to me than a piece of 
paper hanging on a wall.

those set out in Cairo. While the Program of Action 
declared that "all countries should reduce mortali- 
tyand seek to make primary health care, including 
reproductive health care, available universally by 
the end of the current decade,” Suri says “the end 
‘of the 90s brought nothing of the kind.” Instead, it 
marked the “beginning of a cut in funds and com- 
mitment,” led ironically by the United States that 
had been instrumental in organizing the СРО. 

What led to this reversal of fortunes? A change 
of administration in the United States, with the 
administration of George W. Bush slashing funds 
not just to the United Nations Fund for Popula- 
tion, but even aid support to countries and NGOs 
engaged in reproductive health activities. 

Suri quotes Patricia Hindmarsh, international 

relations director of Marie Stopes International, 
as saying that “we have all fallen well behind the 
commitments made at Cairo. The northern gov- 
emments have fallen well behind, the southern 
ones have done a little better.” 
THIS is why, at the “Countdown 2015” confer- 
ence in London, NGOs, through their partners 
in the media, will seek to push governments to 
renew their commitments to the Cairo goals. 

Frances Kissling of the Catholics for a Free 
Choice, asserts that “this will be an important 
event, because much of the delivery of repro- 
ductive health services is accomplished 
through NGOs. Civil society organizations 
should always be ahead of the government. 
Governments are usually stuck in status quo, 
and civil society must push the governments to 
be more progressive.” 

If that’s the case, then civil society in our 
country has their work cut out for them. In the 
Arroyo administration, particularly, a Presi- 
dent who felt beholden to the Church for her 
ascent to power was only too willing to bar- 
gain women's rights away in exchange for con- 
tinued support and patronage. 

I expect the exchanges of views and infor- 
mation in London to be exciting and provoca- 
tive, even if, given the state of affairs after 
Cairo in the decade following, the news won't 
be all that uplifting. Still, as they say, hope 
springs eternal... 


Crime in Manila in the 1840s 


WHEN people come up to me at lectures or a 
book launch and ask me to sign a collection of 
books Ihave written, 1 am so flattered I oblige. 

Nick Joaquin was not so accommodating be- 
cause he had published so many books that it 
would have taken him the better part of a day just 
to sign each one. Not wishing to try Joaquin's pa- 
tience, I chose his two books on Manila that he 
later admitted were his all-time favorites. Unfor- 
tunately it was a mistake to expect something ed- 
ifying on the lavishly illustrated "Almanac for 
Manilefios” and the thick, beautifully printed 
"Manila, My Manila.” In one, he wrote that I 
wouldn't recognize history if 1 met him in a dark 
corner. In the other, he asked what I would know 
about his Manila, Perhaps this was his way of ex- 
pressing his affection instead of literally rapping 
me on my head with his knuckles in a vain at- 
tempt to wake me up even if I wasn’t sleeping. 

‘Whatever nostalgic or romantic notions I used 
to have for Spanish Manila 1 got from reading 
Joaquin. But after exploring what is left of Intra- 
muros on foot and reading historical accounts of 
Manila, I must disagree with him. 

Twouldn't want to live in the past. Aside from 
the lack of 21st-century conveniences like a cell 
phone, the Internet, cars, air conditioning and a 
microwave oven, there was not much entertain- 
‘ment in Spanish Manila. Imagine living in a time 
when long-winded sung Masses were considered 
ahighlight of the week. For those with more grue- 
some taste, the regular executions on Bagum- 
bayan (now Rizal Park) were also considered part 
ofthe week's entertainment. What I would give to 
travel back in time and witness the execution of 
Rizal by musketry or the execution of Fathers 
Gomez, Burgos and Zamora by garrote. 

Contrary to popular belief, criminals executed 
by garrote were not killed slowly by strangula- 
tion. Rather, the heavy metal bar was made to fit 
snugly on the victims neck so that, with one twist 
of the garrote handle, the neck was broken caus- 
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ing quick, merciful death. Since nobody has sur- 
vived to tell us whether this is true, we will just 
have to take the executioners’ word for it- 

These reflections on the garrote came as 1 read 
through statistical and economic data in “Les 
isles Philippines de leur situation ancienne et ac- 
tualle" by Perre Joseph Lannoy, first published in 
Brussels in 1849. I have not seen the book, only a 
photocopy in the study of the late E. Aguilar Cruz 
"who contemplated translating it from the origi- 
nal French for the National Historical Institute. 
Last year an English translation by Pura Santil- 
lan-Castrence was published by the NHI. 

Lannoy, the Belgian consul in Manila, supplied 
a lot of politico-economic data, the most engag- 
ing being correctional and criminal statistics cov 
ering the years 1846-1847. The data paint a pic- 
ture of the peace and order situation in Manila at 
the time. In 1846 there were: 

“Assaults 12, Attacks and ill-treatment 58, Car- 
rying prohibited weapons 16, Adultery 2, Excess 
of power of [government] employees in the exer- 
cise of their functions 19, Rape 13, Poisoning 2, 
Escapes from prisons and presidios 16, Falsifica- 
tion of public documents 4, Falsification of pri- 
vate deeds 1, Faults committed in judicial deeds 
1, Blows and bad treatment 1, Homicide 10, 
Blows and wounds 166, Injuries 102, Immorality 
and scandalous deeds 5, incest 1, Arson 9, Per- 
jury 1, Theft with arms 5, Thefts and swindling 
201, Resistance to authority 14, Abduction (kid- 
napping) 16, Pillage 75, Sedition and Rebellion 
1, Vagabondage and bad conduct 4. 


‘Judgments pronounced for 1846: Condemned 
to strangulation (garrote) 11, Condemned to the 
presidio with public labor 438, Condemned to 
correctional detention 250, Condemned to public 
whipping 43, Condemned to exhibition 1, Con- 
етпей to suspension and deprivation of work 
13, Condemned to pay a fine and pecuniary dam- 
ages 39, Condemned to banishment 2." 

‘What did "exhibition" mean? Were criminals 
exposed to public ridicule? 

In 1847, the crimes decreased numerically but 
perhaps this is due to the fact that the listis longer 
than the previous year. For crimes and offenses 
brought to the courts: 

“attacks 6, Adultery 1, Carrying of prohibited 
arms 5, Arbitrary arrests 28, Attempted robbery 
1, Abuse of power 10, Rape with use of force 7, 
Simple rape 4, False witness and perjury 1, Es- 
саре from prison 16, Falsification of public docu- 
ments 0, Falsification of private deeds 5, Assault 
and ill treatment 12, Homicide 12, Wounds and 
contusions 117, Immorality and scandal 11, Ar- 
son 6, Incest 2, Infanticide 1, Theft, embezzle- 
ment and swindling 184, Resistance and lack of 
respect for justice 15, Abduction 11, Sacrilegious 
theft 2, Theft ina band with arms 5, Suicide 3, Pil 
lage 67, Superstition 1, Sedition and outbreaks 1, 
‘Vagabondage and bad conduct 8." 

‘Compared to our times, the crimes listed were 
quite limited in type and number. I presume sacri- 
legious theft means stealing from church, but 
‘what constitutes superstition? Or simple rape? 

Judgments pronounced for 1847: “Capital 
punishment by strangulation 8, Public labor 293, 
Correctional detention 185, Public whipping 67, 
Suspension or deprivation of work 6, Exhibition 
1, and Banishment 4." 

Would you have felt safe in old Manila, given 
these statistics? Yes, but 1 would still prefer to live 
in the 21st century.

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Mind the hip 


"WAS there a hip fracture?” 

That's usually the first question Lask whenever I hearofel- 
derly relatives or family friends having a fall. Ifa hip fracture 
is involved, I get quite worried because these injuries can be 
quite serious. 

1 thought of writing about this problem because Mama 
Raquel, the feisty 87-year-old former public school teacher 
whom I wrote about the other week, had a bad fall a few days 
ago and sustained a 
hip fracture,

alone, there are 
some 270,000 hip fractures each year, 90 percent of them oc- 
curring in people older than 60. I haven't been able to find 
figures for the Philippines, but Iam certain they run into sev- 
eral thousands each year. And whats so alarming about 
these hip fractures is that people actually die from complica- , 
tions, which I will explain shortly. 

‘Types of hip fractures 

Tve realized many Filipinos actually have difficulty under- 
standing what's involved in a hip fracture. In Filipino, the hip is 
balakang but i's thought of mainly as one big bone, sometimes 
even confused with the pelvis. When we talk about hip frac- 
tures, we're actually referring to the femur orthe thigh bone. 

There are two most common types of hip fractures. One 
involves the neck of the femur, also called a subcapital hip 
fracture. The other common type of hip fracture occurs on 
the large bony bumps of the femur, where muscles are usupl- 
1y attached. These are called intertrochanteric fractures, 

If the hip fracture is not too severe, an orthopedic sur- 
geon will repair the damage by inserting metal pins to suf- 
port the femoral head. In more serious injuries, the femur 
head may have to be replaced with a prosthesis (artificial 
part). Thisis called a partial hip replacement. If the damage 
is even more extensive, a total hip replacement may be 
needed, replacing the head as well as the socket in which 
the femoral head is inserted. 

The surgery involved may sound intimidating but the re- 
sults can be quite dramatic, with patients able to walk soon 
after surgery, with the help of course of crutches or a walker. 
‘The artificial joints usually last a lifetime, although in physi- 
cally active or heavy patients, the joint may have 1o be re- 
placed after 10 or 20 years. 4 

The dangers of hip fractures d 

People are often shocked when a relative dies a few days 
after a fall. Because the elderly fall so often, people begin to 
take those accidents for granted, thinking that after a few 
days of bed rest, the patient will be all right. 

If the hip or the pelvis is fractured, the fall can have fatal 
consequences. What happens here is that folloving the injury, 
the patient is unable to move around. This immobilization, 
plus the swelling of the area around the fracture, causes prob- 
Jems for blood circulation. Blood clots or emboli could devel- 
op and if these migrate into the lungs and block a lung artery, 
you have a pulmonary embolism, which can kill the patie 

This is why it's so important that each fall be taken sei 
ously. An X-ray should be taken to see if there was а hip frac- 
ture and if there was, to have surgery as soon as possible af- 
terthe injury. 

Prevention 

Repairing a hip fracture, and going through rehabilita- 
tion, can be expensive. Professional fees alone can run up to 
40,000 or P50,000 in private hospitals. Besides the profes- 
sional fees, there are several more thousands of pesos that 
will go into paying for the use of the operating room, hospi- 
talization, medicine and long-term rehabilitation. i 

Preventing hip fractures actually starts early in life. The 
reason it's mainly elderly patients who suffer these fractures 
is that they may already be suffering from osteoporosis ot a 
loss of bone mass. The bones become brittle parang biskwit 
(like biscuits), a doctor friend describes rather graphically. 
The prevention of osteoporosis should start early, especially 
for women, and involves weight-bearing exercise (aerobics, 
Jogging or, simply, walking), as well as calcium and vitamin 
D. The latter isn’t a problem in a sunlight-rich country like 
the Philippines. Calcium is another matter. We need at least. 
1,500 milligrams daily, from food sources (dairy products as 
well as, and I was surprised with the calcium content here, 
seaweed) or from tablets. i 

For the elderly, especially if they are osteoporotic, ёта 
care needs to be taken to prevent falls. Many fainilies, and 
the elderly themselves, think that falls occur mainly on 
stairs, or when they're outdoors walking on rough pavement. 
But the statistics, atleast from the United States, show that 
most falls actually happen on level ground, and within 
homes. It may be that people are actually more careless 
when they're on familiar ground. A common cause, too, of 
accidents on level ground are carpets which are not secured, 
‘or with edges on which the elderly may sturible. 

Houses need to be checked as well for unnecessary ledges, 
especially in the toilet. Toilet seats are themselves problem- 
atic: they are often so low that an elderly person loses bal- 
ance while trying to sit or get up. Bath tubs and shower stalls 
need to have rubber mats and to be secured with rails. 

‘Actually many of the precautions taken for the toilet apply 
as well to the house in general. Rails should be placed not just 
in the bathroom but next to stairs and ramps. And it's not just 
the toilet seat that can throw an elderly patient off bal- 
ance—even the dining room chairs, ога sofa, may be too low. 

After Mama Raquel's fall, we had to do a thorough check 
to find out if there were other reasons why she fell. We had to 
check if she had a history of fainting or dizziness (vertigo is 
quite common with elderly people). We checked, too, if she 
was taking certain medicines that made her drowsy (this is 
quite common with elderly patients and relatives don't real- 
ize these drugs can increase the risks of falls). 

After all the check-ups, it seemed it might have been her 
poor eyesight that had caused the fall. She had been diag- 
nosed with cataracts some years back but did not want them 
operated, rationalizing that her other eye was still good. Un- 
fortunately, we need two good eyes to have depth perception. 

Finally, you may need to check those walking canes. Ironi- 
cally, those canes can sometimes cause falls, especially ifthe 
patient has poor eyesight. Walkers are more secure, but then, 
do be aware that some elderly patients will resist them for 
being cumbersome or unsightly s 

Other elderly patients fear the walkers as a sign of grow- 
ing dependence. Do guard against the temptation to se- 
quester an elderly relative after a fall. The worst thing that 
сап happen is making the elderly feel even more helpless. 
Orthopedic and rehabilitation doctors will tell you it's very 
important to keep the elderly as active as possible, both to 
prevent as well as to heal hip fractures,

BAGUIO CITY—The Philippine 
Tourism Authority is selling or 
leasing 40 of its premier assets, 
including 11 hotels it has been 
subsidizing for years as the gov- 
ernment continues to cut back 
its expenditures for the next two 
years, a member of the PTA 
board said here. 

‘Among these are PTA facilities 
within the walled city of Intra- 
muros in Manila and the Marcos 
Park in Tuba, Benguet, where 
the damaged bust of the late 
strongman Ferdinand Marcos 
still looms. 

But the PTA considers its auc- 
tion of such prime properties as 
a “divestment” because it plans 
то develop new tourism facilities 
in Palawan, Leyte and Cagayan 
Valley, Carlos Honorio Estepa, a 
PTA board member, said. 

“The government is planning 
to invest in tourism to draw al- 
ternative revenues to the coun- 
try in these times of crisis," he 
said.

The Mt. Province provincial

draws 4-year i 
prison term i 
BACOLOD CITY—A 72-уеаг-о} 
widow, known as the “shal 
queen" of this city, was sentence 
to four years imprisonment för 
selling illegal drugs to an uncover 
policeman in a buy-bust opera- 
tion in 1999. 

Judge Ray Alan Drilon convict- 
ed Pilar Buenafe Ruiz who was 
accused of possessing six grams 
of shabu (methamphetamine hy- 
drochloride) in violation of Re- 
public Act 6425. 

The court sentenced Ruiz to 
опе year, one month and 11 days 
to four years and two months. 

This was the second time that 
the judge convicted Ruiz for sell- 
ing drugs. The first was in July 
where she was meted with six to 
12years imprisonment. 

Police records showed that 
Ruiz has 15 other pending drug 
cases. 

In her second case, Ruiz was 
accused of selling shabu to an un- 
dercover policeman during a buy- 
bust operation Aug. 26, 1999. 

Police officer Rene Lanado of 
the police narcotics group told 
the court that he bought P200 
worth of shabu from Ruiz at 
Purok Seresa in Barangay 27 on 
Aug. 26, 1999. 

‘After receiving a deck of illegal 
substance from Ruiz, he immedi- 
ately identified himself as a po- 
lice officer and arrested her. 
When he searched her pocket, he 
said he found 12 other small 
packs containing shabu. 

Ruiz claimed that she was 
framed up but the judge did not 
give weight to her alibi, saying it 
was a "shop-worn defense of 
those accused in drug related cas-

It was during the American 
colonial period that dikes sprout- 
ed all over the province. 

Official documents showed 
that the flood control works in 
the Pampanga River basin—the 
drainer of 30 river systems in 
Central Luzon—began in 1939. 

By the end of 1990, there were 
44 earth dikes spanning 381 kilo- 
meters, At least 86 percent of these 
dikes were within Pampanga and 
the other provinces carved out of 
the Kapampangan region: Nueva 
Ecija, Tarlac, Bataan and Bulacan. 

Drainage facilites, like cut-off 
channels, waterways, floodgates 
and canals, spanned 371 km. 

The devastating 1972 floods 
worsened the situation. 


Senate to probe negligence in floods

THE SENATE has decided to 
conduct a probe into what Sen. 
Richard Gordon said was possi- 
ble negligence that caused “one 
of the worst floods in living 
memory.” 

The chamber yestefday autho- 
rized its public works committee, 
as well as its environment and 
natural resources committee, to 
conduct the investigation.

The P3.1-billion dam, named 
after the late President Diosdado 
Macapagal, rose in Arayat and di- 
verted the water from the Rio 
Chico (in northern Luzon) and 
Rio Grande, distributing this to 
8,000 farmlands in Pampanga. 

Other projects followed, includ- 
ing the widening and the dredging 
ofa 22.7-km span of the delta.

Swedish fugitive arrested

A SWEDE who fled to the country three years 
ago to evade arrest for murder in Sweden has 
been arrested. 

Charlie Mats Tomas Olsson, 32, was arrest- 
ed in Olongapo City on Monday by agents of 
the National Bureau of Investigation's Inter- 
pol Division. 

Olsson was arrested upon the request of 
Benny Carlson, Nordic Police Liason Office of 
the Swedish Embassy in Bangkok, NBI-Inter- 
pol chief Ricardo Diaz told media yesterday. 

Carlson told the NBI that Olsson was want- 
ed for an "execution-style" killing on Aug. 26, 
2001. 

Olsson also refused to make a statement. 
when he was presented to media yesterday. 

‘The District Judge of Huddinge in Sweden 
issued a warrant for Olsson’s arrest on Feb. 
13, 2002. His Swedish passport was revoked 
later. 

Diaz said the suspect eluded arrest in Ange- 
les City, where authorities earlier went to look 
forhim. 

When the suspect was arrested in Olon- 
gapo City, he had been living with a girlfriend.

“Boxing needs а full reassessment of its 
program,” Philippine Olympic Committee 
president Celso Dayrit agreed, "We need 
that to meet the challenge of Thailand in 
next year’s SEA Games." 

‘The Thais won one gold, one silver 
and one bronze in boxing in Athens. 

Dayrit said the Athens experience was 
"an awakening” for Philippine sports and 
its leaders. 

“It has shown us that, apart from box- 
ing, there are other sports which can win 
medals for usin the Olympics, like taek- 
wondo, archery and shooting.

BIR files tax 
evasion charges | 
vs 14 firms

‘THE BUREAU of Internal Revenue yesterday 
filed tax evasion charges against 14 more pri- 
vate enterprises, which allegedly defrauded 
the cash-strapped government of a combined 
P290 million. 

Ina press briefing at 
the Manila fiscal office È 
where bulk of the cas- 
es were filed, Revenue 
Commissioner Guiller- 
mo Parayno Jr. said 
the agencys crack- 
down against erring 
taxpayers would con- 
tinue, 

“The BIR will track 
down every perceived 
tax violator. We will be 
unforgiving in our re- PARAYNO 
solve until every tax 
evader is brought to the bar of justice,” 
Parayno warned, noting that there would be 
more charges to be filed in the coming 
months, 

"Our capability to process and access more 
data is growing so we're going to detect more 
(evaders)," Parayno said, noting that demand 
letters had been sent to erring enterprises, of 
which 280 had refused to respond, 

Charged with tax evasion and perjury at 
the Manila City hall were: Edsa Printhaus, 
Sparkling Clean Services, Benjamin Abrigo 
Enterprises, United Travel Consultants Inc., 
Classique Home Interior, Philippine Travel 
Bureau, Triple Excellence, Big AA Corp, 
Seagull Enterprises and ABM International. 

The BIR claimed these 10 companies owed 
the government some P170.82 billion in un- 
paid taxes, either by grossly under-declaring 
or completely not declaring their sales for val- 
ue-added tax (VAT) purposes. 

"The discovery of these leakages was made 
possible by the BIR's automated Relief (Rec- 
onciliation of Listing for Enforcement) and 
ТРИ (Third Party Information) systems. 

Simultaneously charged, although the fil- 
ings were done in the fiscal offices of other ju- 
risdiction, were: Rural Bank of San Miguel in 
Batangas’ City; Marksman Sports in Davao 
City; Golden Dragon in Makati City, and Sel- 
dyn Enterprises in Cabanatuan City. 

‘These four reportedly owed the govern- 
ment a combined P118 million resulting from 
assessments that had become final, The crimi- 
nal action filed against these four was one of 
the remedies for tax collection under the Na- 
tional Internal Revenue Code. 

The cases are expected to be brought to the. 
Court of Tax Appeals (CTA) under its expand- 
ed jurisdiction after the finding of probable 
cause by the fisca's office to warrant the filing 
of the same within the CTA. 

If found guilty, these companies face heavy 
fines ond imprisonment for their officials in 
addition to the closure of their businesses. 

Parayno said the cases filed were a show- 
case of the BIR’s "strong will” and “unflinch- 
ing determination’ to run after tax violators.

P352M worth of projects 
OKd for BOI incentives

THE BOARD of Investments approved last 
month P352 million worth of projects for reg- 
istration and incentives. 

BOI incentives, as contained in the Om- 
nibus Investment Code of 1987, include a 
five-year income tax holiday, tax and duty re- 
lief on the importation of capital equipment 
and exemption from wharfage dues and ex- 
port taxes, 

Data from the agency showed that the 
biggest of the projects approved was Nu- 
Comm International Philippines Inc.'s P110- 
million call center at the Ortigas Building 
along Ortigas Avenue in Pasig City. 

Expected to open this month, the call cen- 
ter will initially have 100 seats but the Cana- 
dian firm plans to expand it to 750 seats with- 
in five years, 

NuComm will offer the following services: 
customer care and billing; inbound and out- 
bound sales; customer technical and service 
support; data mining and management; cus- 
tomer self-service and e-mail and web chat 
support, 

‘The next biggest project was a P101.5-mil- 
lion low-cost housing investment in the towns 


of Carmona and Imus in Cavite. 

Real estate developer Property Company of 
Friends Inc. is building a total of 770 housing 
units under two housing projects called Kin- 
nari Village and California West Hills. 

Each housing unit will have floor areas of 
30 square meters to 36 sq.m. on 50- to 56- 
square-meter lots.

While working on the technical specifica 
tions of the fuel blend, the two countries will 
be exerting a joint effort in calling on car man. 
ufacturers doing business in the Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations (Asean) region to 
make vehicle engines ethanol fuel-compliant 

In the area of logistics and distribution, in. 
dustry giant Petron Corp. and Thailand's PTT 
committed to have “technical collaborations” 
to come up with standards for the distribution 
and storage of ethanol fuel. 

At the same time, PIT Research and Devel- 
‘opment Institute will lend some technical ex- 
pertise to the Department of Energy in testing 
vehicles that will use ethanol-blended gasoline. 

‘The joint statement said that ethanol fuel de 
velopment in the Asean region would be pursued 
in response to Thailand's call to use the biofuel as 
an alternative fuel for the transport sector. 

Lertsuridej made this suggestion during 
the 22nd Asean Energy Ministers Meeting in 
Manila last June. 

Since 2002, Thailand has been engaged in 
the development of ethanol as transport fuel 
alternative, At present, Thailand is using 5 to 
10 percent ethanol blend in its gasoline. 

Asa fuel alternative, ethanol can be used in 
three ways: it can be blended with gasoline, be 
used as a component of reformulated gasoline 
or be the primary fuel with gasoline as а blend. 

Both President Macapagal-Arroyo and

The right dandruff shampoo? 


DANDRUFF is known by many as white, 
oily lakes caused by fungal invasion of 
the scalp.

Most of the specially formu- 
lated shampoos use ketoconazole as ac- 
tive ingredient. Although ketoconazole- 
based shampoos are effective in con- 
trolling dandruff, there is a darkcand of- 
ten overlooked-side to it. Several stud- 
ies point out that ketoconazole has 
properties that can make the hair dry, 
brite, and unhealthy in the long run. 

For this reason, many people look for 
alternative anti-dandruff agents that 
aie just as effective but with less ad- 
verse effects 

Dr. Kwan Hyun Cho of the Seoul Na- 
tional University investigated the effica- 
су of ciclopirox olamine, an anti-fungal 
agent, and compared it to ketoconazole 
ina clinical study that involved 64 indi- 
viduals experiencing mild to moderate 
dandruff. While the study revealed that 
both agents-ciclopirox olamine and ke- 
toconazoleresuled in а progressive

and rapid decline in dandruff severity, it 
was observed that ciclopirox olamine 
has a higher cosmetic acceptability than 
ketoconazole. 

High cosmetic acceptability means 
that ciclopirox olamine does not cause 
hair dryness, unpleasant odor, discom- 
fort and other adverse effects. Recur- 


rence of dandruff during post treatment ^ 


period was also prevented by ciclopirox 
olamine. 

In addition, previous studies have 
shown that ciclopiroxolamine is also ef- 
fective against other fungal infections 
such as athlete's foot, ringworm, and 
jockiteh. 

Ciclopirox olamine shampoo is man- 
vfactured by Stiefel Philippines Inc un- 
der the brand name Stieprox.

YOUR home is who you are. And because the 
state of your space reflects a great deal about 
who you are, making efficient use of it is neces- 
sary.

If they have kids at this certain age, of 
course you won't use this certain material. You 
also have to think of their profession,” 


Personal styles 

Their personal styles also reflect the wide 
range of interior design aesthetics available in 
the market, Peter prefers modem and art deco 
due to its masculinity and simplicity. "May 
laman, hindi yung boring na simple,” he says. 

Camille, who loves the beach, works mainly 
with tropical Asian scenarios. High-tech archi- 
tecture and modernism characterize David's 
work. Leny loves to work with colors, regardless 
of style. And for Penny, class, elegance and 
cleanliness are what matters, 

Fantasy houses and palatial estates are not 
their only projects. As part of assigned projects 
in school, they also conceptualize children's 
museums, orphanages and other structure, that 
do not always translate to big bucks. 

‘And despite our generation's tendency to be 
momadic, opting for condos and apartments 
while studying or working, these students stress 
that making efficient and productive use of the 
space you have, however limited, is essential.
